Another Conundrum. : 


The problem of the man and the

HE second volume of Mr. Lloyd 
George's War Memoirs deals with the 
period between thecollapse of Serbia in 1915 
and the author’s appointment as Prime 
Minister in December, 1916. Like the first 
volume, it is full of interest; for Mr. 
Lloyd George does not hesitate either to 
heat to condemn in the most whole- 
earted manner, and there are passages in 
which he recovers much of his old 
rhetorical fire. On balance, however, this 
volume is a moderate and statesmanlike 
production, in the course of which much 
me hitherto has been obscure is made 
clear. 

Mr. Lloyd George's views on the Irish 
question are of peculiar interest to readers 
in this country. He always was an advo- 
cate of Home Rule, and it is one of the 
ironies of history that he should be re- 
garded in the TA 
many of our people as the evil genius of 
our country’s fate. When the war broke 
out Home Rule was. shelved—a step 
which Mr. Lloyd George regards as 
a sorry blunder. One of the reasons 
which impelled Germany to support 
Austria in her attitude towards the 
Serbs, in his opinion, was the fact 
that Ireland was in a chaotic conditica in 
1914, and he also takes the view that the 
United States would have entered the War 
at a much earlier date but for the pressure 
that was being brought to bear con- 
tinuously on President Wilson’s Govern- 
ment by the large body of Irish-Americans. 
The “One Bright Spot.” | 

He speaks with feeling and respect of 
John Redmond’s promise of Irish support 
when the call to arms was heard in August, 
1914, but lays much stress on the fact that 
Irish co-operation in the struggle was im- 
peded by crass stupidity on the part of 
the British authorities. Kitchener from 
the outset was unfriendly. When the 
‘Ulster Division was formed he gave his 
consent for the embroidering of the Red 
Hand on the divisional banner; but re- 
fused to allow a harp to be emblazoned on 
the banners of the Southern Division. 

After the Rebellion of Easter Week Mr. 
Lloyd George was asked by Mr. Asquith 
to take charge of the Irish problem, and 
to try to bring about a settlement. This 
request was the means of saving his life ; 
for he had arranged in his capacity of 
Minister of Munitions to accompany Lord 
Kitchener to Russia on the Hampshire, 
and cancelled his trip only when the 
Prime Minister persuaded him that he 


the Irish dispute. If he had gone on the 
Russian journey he would have been 
drowned, and the subsequent history of 
the Great War might have been written 
very differently. 


The Irish Leaders. 


“There seemed plenty of reasons for 

doing nothing,” he writes in regard to 
Ireland. ‘‘ There always are. So nothing 
was done.” But when he accepted Mr. 
Asquith’s invitation things began to move. 
Mr. Lloyd George called a conference of 
the Irish leaders, in which the North was 
represented by Sir Edward Carson and Sir 
James Craig, and the South by Messrs. 
Redmond, Dillon, Devlin and T. P 
O'Connor. “Redmond,” he writes, “ was 
not only a great orator, but pos- 
sessed elements of statesmanship of a 
high order.” ‘Devlin has all the 
charm, wit and eloquence of Irishmen 
at their best.” ‘‘ Craig possesses all the 
gifts of an American political boss of the 
nineteenth century.” 
_ “Dillon was difficult. He had the 
temperament and mental equipment of a 
anatic . . . In private he was. genial, 
‘pleasant and gentle of speech. In public 
he was a scold. In negotiation he was 
inclined to be truculent and unyielding.” 
Of Carson Mr. Lloyd George’ had a high 
opinion. Not only was he the greatest 
advocate of his day, but “ as an exposer 
of shams, humbug and pretension’ he 
“ had no rival.’’ On the other hand. “he 
had the fatal defect ingrained in all men 
of his race—he was naturally opposed to 
every Government. Whether in or out 
of office he always was ‘agin the Govern- 
ment’ for the time being. Sir Henry 
Wilson suffered from the same unmanage- 
able contrariness.”” Carson. according to 
Mr. Lloyd George, was “ one of the most 
remarkable products of Irish soil.’’ 


Fourteen Points. 


As a result of his negotiations with the 


produced a scheme of Fourteen Points, 
which provided for the immediate ‘opera- 
tion of the Home Rule Act, the temporary 
exclusion of the six counties, and an 
Imperial Conference after the War to make 
a permanent settlement of all outstanding 
points at issue. Both Irish parties agreed 
to make the best of this bargain. “ Sir 
Kdward Carson, placated by the proposed 
exclusion of the six counties from the

Selborne resigned from the Cabinet as a 
protest against it.

an early stage in the war Mr. Lloyd 
George found out that there was 
a serious lack of acetone, which. 
was an essential element in the manufac- 
ture of certain high explosives. Acetone 
was produced commonly by the destructive 
distillation of wood, but Britain was defi- 
cient in timber supplies, and obviously 
the problem of imports from America and 
elsewhere was becoming increasingly diffi- 
cult as a result of the activities of the 
German U-boats. Mr. Lloyd George, who 
never knew when he was beaten, was cast- 
ing around for some substitute method of 
sparen: when one day he met Mr. C. P. 
cott, the late editor of the Manchester 
Guardian. . He confided his difficulty: to 
Mr. Scott, who told him that there was “ a 
very remarkable Professor of Chemistry at 
Manchester University, who was willing to 
lace his services at the disposal of the 
State.” He had been born on the banks of 
the Vistula, but Mr. Scott admitted that 
he did not know on which side. That man 
was Professor Weizmann, who was a Jew. 


Maize and Chestnuts. 


Mr. Lloyd George immediately asked the 
professor to come and see him in London, 
and formed an extremely high impression 


of him. He told him that the Govern- 
ment was anxious to have acetone 
produced in some other way than 


by the destructive distillation of wood, 
and Weizmann promised to investigate 
the problem without further delay. After 
a few weeks he came back to Mr. Lloyd 
' George and announced that he had solved 
the problem. He had _ succeeded in 
isolating an organism capable of trans- 
forming the starch of cereals—particu- 
larly that of maize—into a mixture of 
acetone butyl alcohol. Thus acetone 
could be produced from maize, and 
ultimately from  horse-chestnuts, which 
have a large starch content. i

Mrs. Clarke, of the National Society for 
thé Prevention of Cruelty to Children, drew 
the attention of District Justice Little to the 
fact that McCann’s wife was enpeessing a 
family of five children on 7s. 6d. a week, 
outdoor relief, and Mr. Little, saying that 
it was “a marvel that could only be wit- 
nessed in a Christian country,’’ recommended 
that the amount should be raised to 17s. 6d. 

A report was read yesterday from the 
assistant ar Soa who adyised against an 
increase. McCann, he said, was still singing 
in the streets, and, from observations made, 
would appear to be earning about 30s. a 
week by it. He also enclosed a statement 
which he had meant to submit to Mr. Little, 
and which said that the Board had never 
intended the family to live on 7s. 6d. a week. 
The man had stated his earnings from strect- 
singing to be 10s. a week, and had been 
given the full rate of 17s. 6d. on the condi- 
tion that he stopped singing. He had Lago 
*, scat al so the rate was reduced to 

s. 6d. 

The statement continued that McCann had 
been able to maintain his wife and family 
for many years by street-singing, and com-’ 
mented on the “ stupid and vindictive ’’ im- 
pression that had been created by the state- 
ment that the Board’s allowance was intended 
as the sole provision for him and his family. 

The Chairman, Mr. Peadar Doyle, T.D., 
said that when people were going to raise 
incidents of this kind they should make them- 
selves more conversant with the facts.

Admiral Sir Ernle Chatfield, the First 
Sea Lord, speaking at the Cutlers’ Feast 
at Sheffield last night, said he noticed in 
many quarters some apprehension as to 
the strength of the Navy. .

“I QUESTION OF A BARGAIN. 


{| Moving the second stage of the Constitution 
(Amendment No. 22) Bill, Senator Connolly 
said that the object of the bill was to ter- 
minate the right of appeal to the Privy 
Council. He wished to refer to statements 
made during the discussion of the bill in the 
Dail and confirmed in an article in the 
Irish Times of iast Saturday. It had been 
definitely stated by Mr. Thrift, and in the 
article in the ZJrish Times, that the con- 
cession of the right of appeal to the Privy 
Council was part of a bargain which secured 
the consent of the ex-Unipnists to the Treaty 
of 1921. He wished to state categoricallv 
that, having examined the records of tie 
negotiations carefully, he could find no trace 
of any such bargain. Perhaps, he should 
express astonishment that an Irish newspaper 
should warn the British Government that the 
precedent would be used to Britain’s dis- 
advantage in India. That such anti-national 
views could be expressed was an example of 
the unparalleled tolerance that existed in this 
State.

BREACH OF AN UNDERTAKING. 

Sir JOHN KEANE said that this bill 
stood in a different category to the first two 
measures, ‘They were heraldic emblems which 
no longer served the purpose, and those who 
objected to their — did so on 
seutimental grounds.

He 
suggested .iat, while sovereignty might be 
valuable, it has to be taken in relation to 
actual fact, and that very few people would 
prefer an Irish hairshirt to a softer substance 
of foreign manufacture. There were few 
people who would not welcome and enjoy 
the good things of the world wherever they 
may come from; and, therefore, he suggested 
that sovereignty was not the absolute test.

UNEMPLOYMENT BILL.

GOVERNMENT’S MANDATE.‘ 


On the second reading stage of the Un- 
employment Assistance Bill, 1933, 

Mr. SEAN LEMASS, Minister for Industry 
and Commerce, said that the bill was designed 
to secure that assistance would be given to 
able-bodied workers who were involuntarily 
unemployed and not able to provide for the 
maintenance of themselves or their families. 
This measure was one of a series of steps 
taken by the Government to deal with the 
unemployment situation. The Government 
came into office with a mandate to deal with 
unemployment, and to that end to adopt any 
course, no matter how original or drastic, 
that might be required. 

The bill was a measure of major 
importance, and it would bring about changes 
in the economic organisation of the country 
more than those which it would directly 
It had been said that the bill repre- 
sented the failure of the Governmetit’s policy 
to provide employment through industrial 
development or otherwise. On the contrary, 
it represented the fulfilment of the Govern- 
ment’s policy for dealing with unemploy- 
ment. After the general election of 1932 the 
Dail, on the motion of a member of the 
Cumann na nGaedheal Party, unanimously 
agreed that the obligation rested npon the 
State to secure that work or mainteMance was 
provided for all those who were unable to 
provide for themselves. It was then stated 
that. the Government’s preference was to pro- 
vide work, and that they were proposing to 
carry out certain industrial re-organisation 
which they expected would increase employ- 
ment, and at the same time they were 
organising State schemes to deal with those 
who had to be provided for while industrial 
organisation was taking place.

THE WHEAT MILLERS. 


The other alternative which was can- 
vassed yesterday has special reference to 
the wheat millers. It seems the Minister 
has in contemplation a scheme to require 
a certain admixture of oat meal with 
a certain admixture of oatmeal with 
the disappearance of the white loaf as it 
is known to-day, and its substitution by 
one of a darker colour. In the opinion of 
many people, such a change would not in- 
volve any disadvantage, but, on the 
contrary, would be a desirable change.. By 
such a scheme the Minister would be able 
to utilise a certain percentage of the 
surplus of oats, and thus help towards 
solving a very difficult problem. 
The farmer’s immediate need is for 
cash to meet urgent demands. This 
is, of course, the Minister’s chief concern, 
and in his efforts in this direction he will 
have sympathetic interest.

ternational Incividuai Military Championship 
‘hip, presented by Aifred B, Maclay, former 
president of the National Association and the 
present head of the American Horse Show 


Association. Other important cups in 
the military classes are the Charles 
J,.

McEntee Bowman. 

Military jumping will be seen at every 


session of ithe Show. ‘This new class 
promises to be one of the most ex- 
citing of al!, as it is to be. divided 
into three parts.

HOUSING BILL. 


On the second reading of the Housing 
Bill, Mr. T. Henderson said that the 
Government recently established a Pig 
Marketing Board, but he suggested that 


the Government should set up a 
Central Housing Board. The cause 
of humanity, which was being com- 
pelled to live in slums, was more im- 


portant to the State than a glut of pigs. 
Next to starvation, bad housing was the 
worst thing that the community could 
have. He suggested that before a Govern- 
ment subsidy was paid for any house it 
should be stipulated that Northern Ireland 
material should be used in its construc 
tion, and that roads and back passages 
should be constructed. If a Central 
Housing Board were established and he 
was appointed a member of it, he could 
suggest a scheme to provide houses with- 
out any expense to the taxpayers. They 
could build five thousand houses per year 
and employ four thousand people, and 
distribute hundreds of thousands of pounds 
in wages. This could be done by a State 
loitery that would keep the money now 
sent to the Irish Free State in the country, 
and they would get support from their 
friends throughout the British Empire. 
Houses built under such a scheme could 
ba let to the working people at 3s. per 
week. 
Alderman Byrne (Nationalist, Falls) 
said that many people in Belfast with 
greatly reduced wages were struggling 
under the burden of excessive rents, The 
reduction of the Government’s subsidy per 
house from £100 to £25 was a great 
mistake. Owing to lack of housing, 
tubercular people were mixing with 
children, who fell victims to the disease.
